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'A rather interesting evening 
somewhere overseas is described 
by L.-Bdr. Kenneth A. Johns,: 
Newmarket, in a letter to hisi 
sister-in-law, Mrs. George E. 
Johns. 

It was an air-raid. "Sudden- 
ly we heard a very faint whistle 

and being novices we stood and 

looked at each other until an 

enormous flash lit up the sky. 
A few seconds later a terrific 
concussion rocked us and we 
knew we had witnessed our first 
bomb. 

"All the time the search- 
lights were focussed on one spot 
and due to slight haze we 
couldn't actually see the plane j 
but by this time it was almost 
directly above us. 

"You may imagine how we 
felt at this time when far above 
us we detected a faint whistle 
which rapidly increased to a 
nerve-shattering whine. I may 
say that Fm expecting the V.C. 
for being the first man to hit 
the ground. We were fooled 
again, as the bomb passed us 
by and blasted a crater in a 
nearby common. We don't think 
we were the target. These eggs 
were just jettisoned. 

*The blast broke a few win- 
dows and when it passed every- 
one got shakily to their Icet, as 
the show had just starteflsj. High 
in the heavens directly above us 
we heard the reassuring roar of 
a British night-fighter. Evident- 
ly it passed a radio signal to 
the lights that it had spotted the 
bomber, as they shut off as one. 
Then right above us at about 
10,000 feet the sky became 
bright with tracers. 

"Twice we heard the night- 
fighter's engines roar as he 
dived to attack and the rattle of 
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Hie Newmarket fire brigade 
was called to Joe Smith's re- 
built bowling alley on Sunday 
afternoon. A can of garbage had 
caught fire but was soon ex- 
tinguished and little damage 
was done.

machine-guns and the ro^r of 
cannons echoed down on us. 
Then the biggest thrill came. A 
bright flash lit the aky and the 
sound of the German motors in- 
creased in tempo as he raced to 
evade the issue, but he had been 
fatally hit, as with engines roar- 
ing at top speed he came hurtl- 
ing down. It hadn't caught fire, 
so it wasn't until a search-light 
flashed and showed it spinning 
down that we were able to 
glimpse its fate. With a flame 
that lit the whole countryside it 
crashed into a hill a mile and a 
half away. 

"For an hour we watched the 
plane blaze and listened to the 
ammunition explode. Two of the 
crew crashed but the other four 
baled out and were captured in 
short order."

When the passengers arrive here, 
whether they are wives of Canadian 
servicemen. Infants or soldiers, 
airmen or seamen, home for further 
training or honorable discharge, 
the Red Cross port service workers 
are ready to *rive them every 
assistance. During their short time 
in port before leaving by train to 
other parts of Canada, the overseas 
arrivals are directed to the port 
service rooms. There, In a home- 
like atmosphere, they are welcomed, 
comforted and given refreshments 
to better equip them for the final 
journey. 

Recently the Red Cross port 
service workers served 280 adults 
and cared for 32 children who 
arrived on one ship from overseas. 
On another occasion 46 war brides 
and 19 infants were welcomed at 
the rooms before leaving for points 
In Ontario, Manitoba. Alberta and

DIFFERENTLY, 
SAYS UNLOCK 



'The signs point to an election, 
although just when Is not known, 
and we want to reorganize our

Mayor Dr. L. W. Dates thanked 
Postmaster-General W. P. Mulock, 
JT.P. for North York, for help he 
had given the town without regard 

for the polMcs of those who had 
represented the town as delegates 
to Ottawa, 

"I think that the government has 
done a good job." said Dr. Dales. 
"People should stand behind It and 
not try out some new patent 
medicine we Know nothing about.** 

Morgan Baker, former M.P.P. for 
North York, acted as chairman for 
the election of officers, which 
resulted as follows: president, 
Joseph Vale: 1st vice-pres., J. L. 
Spillette; 2nd vice-pres., to be 
elected by Newark ct Women's 
Liberal Assocation; sec-treas.. Wm. 
Young; representative on North 
York Liberal Association executive, 
N. I*. Mathews. 

"I think that Liberals fall down 
because we do not answer the 
criticism of the Conservatives and 
the CLC.F., those who want to get 
hold of property for nothing," said 
Mr. Vale. "Mr. King Is too busy to 
publicize his virtues. When the 
war came Mr. King had to change 
everything overnight. Compare 
sky-high' prices in the last war with 
prices in this war." 

Mr. Baker said that the King 
government's excess profits tax 
had curbed industrialists who 
"wanted to make a lot of money 
during the war." 

"We want to avoid after this war 
the situation that occurred after 
the last war," Bald Hon. W. P. 
Mulock. "There Is a tremendous 
amount of work being done at 
Ottawa to avoid the pitfalls of the 
last war." 

Mr. Mulock spoke of the govern- 
ments program of social legislation 
and work for all. "The minds of 
the people are distracted from 
winning the war to what should be 
done after the war." he said. "We 
must first win the war. Our 
troops are fighting in difficult 
country in Italy, and they are up 
against the best troops of the 
German army. 

"The casualty lists are coming In. 
We must support the boys. Social 
security Is good but our boys give 
their Uvea. If wc do not win the 
war. Hitter will have his say and 
there will be no social security. 

**I believe that Canada's popula- 
tion will increase tremendously. 
Canada has grown during the war. 
Who would have thought that 
Canada could produce so much 
during this war? We now have 
skilled workers and our boys in 
the forces are learning trades. We 
must eee that people have employ- 
ment after the war/* 

Following Mr. Mulock's address 
there was a question period. Chas. 
Near asked why Canada could not 
have compulsory voting as in 
Australia. 

"We could have it but what 
would you think If your neighbor 
did not turn out to vote and he 
were prosecuted?" asked Mr. 
Mulock. "How would you like to 
go back to him the next year and 
ask for his vote? I am opposed to 
putting laws on the statute books 
that cannot be enforced. I would 
like to think more about compul- 
sory voting. At present I am not 
In favor."

PRICE CEILING PAYS 

ITS WAY-M. W. LAPP 



"Cost of administering the 
price ceiling, including all the 
expenses connected with ration- 
ing, is approximately $1.25 per 
year for each person in Canada, 
or about ten cents per month," 
said M. W. Lapp, of the wartime 
prices and trade board's manage- 
ment service division, Toronto, 
at a meeting of the Newmarket 
Business Men's Association in 
the town hall on Friday eve- 
ning. 

"When we recall that in 1020, 
the Canadian consumer was pay- 
ing 22 cents a pound for sugar 
and about $1.60 for four pounds 
of jam, it becomes apparent that 
the advantages of price control 
outweigh the crwt many times,** 
Mr. Lapp said. "The success 
which has been achieved Is due 
in no small measure to the 
ready co-operation of the great 
majority of merchants." 

Warning against unjustified 
optimism, he declared: "Wc must 
condition our thinking to a 

continuation of trying conditions 
of short supply for many months 
to come. 

"All available information In- 
dicates that most retail mer- 
chants in Canada have not 
suffered financially during four 
years of war. In fact, many 

hove substantially .improved 
their position." 

Mr. Lapp emphasized the ad- 
vantage to merchants in keep- 
ing records .and breaking dcrcyn 
their expenses into classifica- 
tions. 

President R. C. Morrison was 
in the chair.

Another interesting experience j 
of Lieut. Scythes was when, I 
during the battle of Sicily, he? 
flew by U.S. army bomber from 
Sousse on the cast coast of 
Tunisia to Algiers in Algeria, 
over the ground covered by the 
8th and 1st armies in the last 
stages of the battle of Tunisia. 

Lieut. Scythes transferred 
from the R.C.A.F. to the navy 
two years ago in Novemr/er. He 
started out as a chief petty of- 
ficer, and then became a war- 
rant engineer. While in the 
Mediterranean theatre he was 
promoted to the rank of sub- 
lieutenant, and on Jan. 1 of this 
year he was promoted to lieuten- 
ant-engineer. 

In London, England, Lieut. 
Scythes met Capt. Jack Patter- 
son of Newmarket, who is serv- 
ing with the army medical 
corps. During his stay in Lon- 
don Lieut Scythes joined the 
Churchill club, where service 
men hear prominent speakers, 
including members of the house 
of lords and the house of com- 
mons. 

Lieut Scythes, who has been 
home on leave, will go to the 
United States on Feb. 24 for a 
course as a submarine techni- 
cian. It is the first time Lieut 
Scythes has been home for 15 
months.

Canadians want a public health and social 
security program, and while individuals turn 
hopefully to one party or another, the public as 
a whole, we may say, doesn't care which party 
does the job. At the moment, we would say, 
there Is a tendency to hope that one or both of 
the older parties will do the job, but there can 
be little doubt but that if they don't do the job 
the public will turn to the new party, which 
must be given credit for setting the pace and 
forcing the older parties to promise changes. 

The public (that composite mind •which we are 

undertaking for the moment to read) is likely to 

become disgusted if through various governments 
"passing the buck" insufficient progress is made 
during the present demand for forward march- 
ing. Town councils mark time while they wait 
for the province to pay the cost County coun- 
cils pass resolutions and carry on interminable 
studies of what other governments, dominion and 
provincial, are doing. And how the provincial 
government, with a fresh mandate from the 
people, may, it is said, hold back for another 
year its social security program until it can get 
the dominion government to modify its program 
in accordance with the Ontario government's 
ideas. 
We will not attempt to place the blame for

these delays, although we express in passing the 
thought that county councils are play parlia- 
ments retarding progress and duplicating provin- 
cial and municipal government. We will also 
suggest that if the Drew government allows the 
1944 legislative session to go try without sub- 
stantial fulfilment of its social security program, 
the Bracken federal party will be seriously 
handicapped should there be a federal election 

this year or early next year. 

Dr. Vivian, Ontario minister of health, may be 
right in his criticism of the proposed federal 
health insurance measure, and Premier Drew 
may be right in his contention that the dominion 
should secure provincial approval for its whole 
social security program, but the public will not 
go into such lesser questions. The Ontario 
public looks with confidence and expectation to 
the Drew government for the new order 
promised during the provincial election without 
any such qualification as u provided that we have 
a Progressive-Conservative government at Ottawa 
or provided that Mr. King does what* we ask him 
to do." 
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WHAT CAN WE DO 
AS OUR PART? 

Many letters come from overseas thanking the 
citizens of Newmarket and North York for the 
gifts which they send to the soldiers and airmen. 

The thanks should really be going from Canada 
to the soldiers, and we suppose that the parcels 
are our way of expressing appreciation of what 
the soldiers, sailors and airmen are doing for us. 
It is only when news comes to us, as it has 
come again this week, that one of our own boys 
has given his life that we realize that they are 
not just off on an adventure. Members of New- 
market high school board at a meeting this week 
stood in silent tribute to Jack Revili, a former 
student at the school. We should all pause and 
ask ourselves what we can do that will be to 
some small extent comparable with what our 
boys overseas are doing. They are risking and 
giving their lives for a cause which we must 
make and keep a just cause.

Cditor, The Era and Express: I 
have now read two letters from 
Dr. Boyd giving his opinions and 
criticisms of the C.C.F. White I 
do not agree with Dr. Hoyd. I think 
he deserves credit for stating his 
opinions, publicly, on questions of 
the day. 

In a. democracy we believe the 
state was made for man and not 
man for the state. The democratic 
aim Is to give the fullest life to the 
many. This aim requires free ex- 
pression of Ideas and full compe- 
tition between ideas. 

Mr. Justice Cannon in the proe« 
regulations case of 1938 had this 
to say: ''Freedom of discussion Is 
essential to enlightened public 
opinion in a democratic state; It 
cannot be curtailed without affect- 
ing the rights of the people to be 
informed through sources Indepen- 
dent of the government concerning 
makers of public Interest,". 

Now I hope to exercise my demo- 
cratic right to criticize Dr. Boyd's 
statements concerning "makers of 
public interest." The first on the 
list, the late Prime Minister Aber- 
hart of Alberta, was never at any 
time head of nor member of the 
CCJF. He was like Dr. Boyd, a 
strong believer in the capitalist 

system and as strongly opposed to 
socialism as is Dr. Boyd. I do not 
know whether or not he was, as 
Dr. Boyd says, a poor man when 
he took office and a rich man when 
he died. I do know he was a 
teacher before he took office; wc 
may therefore assume he was poor 
in worldly goods. 

Tho next "maker of public in. 
terest" to be examined is the i found- 
er of the C.C.F. Rev. James S. 
Woodsworth was a fifth generation 
Ontario-born Canadian. He was a 
brilliant scholar and after attending 
Wesley and Victoria colleges took 
a year's post-graduate course at 
Oxford University. Returning to 
Canada, he followed in the foot- 
steps of his father and entered the 
Methodist ministry. This was the 
man who inspired the formation 
and helped direct the new move- 
ment known as the C.C.F. 

-Leaders of the C.C.F. have 
nothing to lose and are out to line 
their own pockets/' says Dr. Boyd. 
In the light of that statement let 
us examine Woodsworth's record. 

During the first world war the 
minister, Woodsworth, opposed con- 
scription. In a letter to the press 
he wrote: "Since 'life is more than 
meat and the body more than rai- 
ment' conscription of material pos- 
sessions should in all justice pre- 
cede an attempt to force men to 
risk their lives and the welfare of 
their families." 

When he found himself in funda- 
mental dl-aigreement with the re- 
quirements of his church, he sent 
In his resignation to the church 
conference. Then with a wife and 
six children he faced life as an un- 
skilled laborer.

Questioned by Crown Attorney 
Arteigh Armstrong, George Gra- 
ham, Bradford, told how, on the 
afternoon .of Nov. 15, he Had been 
driving north on Yonge St. behind 
another car when nl the intersection 
at the north end of Holland Land- 
ing he saw the child running along 
the road and attempting to cross 
the highway. lie thought that 
the youngster was going to run 
into the car in front of him. 

"He saw the car coming, stopped 
and let it go by/* atntcd the wit- 
ness. "When the car passed ho 
ran behind it and in front of rny 
car. A truck was coming nouth. 

He saw the truck. He hesitated 
and then ran In front of the truck." 

"If the child had remained in the 

centre of the road when he hesita- 
ted would the truck have misxed 
him?" asked Mr. Armstrong. 

"Yes." replied Mr. Graham. "He 
lost . his head. Had he remained 
in tne middle of the road the truck 
would have gone around him." 

According to Pte, C. Michaud, 
Camp Borden, a passenger in the 
truck driven' by Mr. Hrothcrton, lie 
saw the child when he appeared In 
the middle of the road. He said 
that the truck driver, who was 
driving between 20 and 25 miles an 
hour, had put on his brakes and 
pulled out on the shoulder of the 
road in an attempt to avoid hitting 
the child. 

Pie. E. A. Michaud, Camp Borden, 
brother of the previous witness and 
also a passenger in the truck at the 
time of the accident, corroborated 
the tatter's statement. He agreed 
with both witnesses that had the 
child remained in the centre of the 
road, where he hesitated, the 

accident would not have occurred. 
"The child appeared to jump into 
the truck," he stated. 

Mr. Brotherton told the jury that 
he was transporting seven cows 
and a calf In his truck at the time 
of the accident. 

"I did not see the boy until he 
was standing in the middle of the 
road," he 3tated. '*I swung off to 
the side of the road.

The report is submitted 
annually and the railway taxation 
due is always offset In this manner. 
Canadian Bank of Commerce, 
StouffvlIIe, by letter Informed the 
council that the rate of interest for 
loans would be VA percent instead 
of the five percent charged the 
township for some years. "We 
appreciate the reduction, but it Is 
still not as low as some other banks 
charge lo neighboring municipali- 
ties," said Deputy-Reeve Ix»rne 
Evans.

I 
think." said Councillor Eugene 
linker. A nicely worded resolution 
was thereupon forwarded to the 
township's bank expressing apprec- 
iation and pointing out that there 
Is still something to be looked 
forward to. 

Tlie council passed a resolution 
opposing the move made by the city 
of Toronto to relieve the city of 
liability throughout the county in 
respect t« suburban roads. Simitar 
resolutions nro going forward to 
the govern m n I from other 
municipalities, nil protest i n g 
against the attempt of the big city 
to get out from under Ms obligation. 
The resolution said that the many 
paved roads around Toronto would 
never be required if It were not for 
the great elty population which 
makes use of litem. 

IVputy-ltceve Kvans said that 
the good roads system around 
Toronto wns Instituted as n result 
of representations made by Toronto. 
I It was felt by the city In those days 
that paved roads leading to the 
city would bring business. This 
bas proved a fntH and now thai 
the system Is established it would 
bo unfair for the city to be relieved 
of lis share of the upkeep of these 
roads. 

Deputy-Uceve Kvans pointed to 
a report on these suburban roads 
made by the special committee on 
roads for York County council. The 
roads are divided Into three classes, 
the report slates, suburban, county 
and township. 

Suburban roads aro maintained 
u! u cost of f«0 percent by the 
province ami ?a percent each by 
the oily of Toronto and the county 
of York, the report said. 

Cost of county roads Is borne ftO 
percent each by the county and the 
province, itnd * township reads are 
paid for by tho municipality subject 
to the usual 5o percent Kvaut from 
the department of highways.

It may be the weather, it may 
be the newly arrived seed 
catalogues. Whatever it if, it 
turns your mind to gardening. 
We had a splendidly attended 
annual meeting last week. Mr. 
John S. Clark, the well-known 
.speaker on horticultural sub- 
ject^ gave a very fine illustrated 
lecture on "Home Beautifica- 
tion." 

You simply have to go out in 
the garden or the woods to cut 
a few branches of some favored 
shrub or tree. Put thern in 
water and they will brighten up 
the dull days. It is also time to 
take cuttings of many of your 
house plants. Have a window 
full ready to plant out in the 
garden. 

You can plan your garden on 
paper and get the seeds ordered. 
Buy only the best You may 
raise vegetables for food this 
year or you may raise flowers 
for morale. It's hard to tell 
what is more important 

' My vote is for the flowers. 
For saving reason the new cata- 
logues have fewer colored pic- 
tures and that is probably an 
advantage because nobody could 
over raise flowers in an amateur 
garden like the pictures. 
. So as not to buy too many 
seeds and thus waste them, it is 
v/eU to draw a plan on paper, 
marking down where every kind 
•of seed goes. This gives you a 
much better idea and will also 
-show you that you* can cut your 
list^of seeds down to half. 

When planning your garden It 
is also wise to figure out how 
much time you can give to your 
garden. As a rule, one starts 
the gardening year with high 
-ambitions, but the July heat is 
liable to cut down the speed. 
Promise yourself a well kept 
<and cultivated garden. 

This is thi \ lime to send seeds 
tp> your friehas in Britain. They 
would like sttae cabbage, cauli- 
flower, lettucu carrots, tomatoes, 
>eets, spinach'and broccoli seeds, 
AH these are very expensive in 
England, not \to mention the 
good quality m Canadian seeds 
from well-know* seed houses.

I 
suppose we had no legal right 
to do it hut they didn't seem put 
out at all and we had a bit of 
fun out of it. 

"We get lots of nuts, oranges, 
figs and apples. Christmas day 
we worked but had roast pork, 
apple sauce, steamed pudding, 
nuts, apples and oranges for 
dinner. I think we fared fairly 
well." 

"'Received another carton of 
cigarettes on New Year's day 
and need ! say thanks/' writes 
Sgmn. Fred J. Lusted. "Never 
have they been more appreci- 
ated. 

"Have met four or five New- 
market lads here in Italy. So 
you see Newmarket is well 
represented wherever we go. 
What I can't figure out is why 
they ever called this country 
sunny Italy. When wc first ar- 
rived over hero never had I 
seen it rain so hard and so often. 
What a country! Another thing 
is trying to learn the Italian 
language. I'm afraid it's got 
me beat, although I wish I 
could catch on to it. 

"Had a very good dinner on 
Christmas day and on New 
Year's. Our troop had a private 
party and what a blow-out we 
had of turkey, nuts and wine." 

"Just a few lines to thank you 
for your swell Christmas par- 
cel," writes Cpl. Ken. Mitchell. 
"You sure are doing good work 
for the boys over here.
